Failure of a. Socialist Colony. 


The reported failure of the Topolo- 


bampo Colony is the confirmation of 
many previous reports. The colony has 
been in a failing condition almost from 
t'he 
inception of the enterprise- The 


Mexican Government granted a large 
area'of land to the projectors of this 
colony, the title to be made good on the 
fulfilment of certain conditions as to 
the 
number of permanent settlers 


brought to the colony and the improve- 
ments made. 


These 
conditions have never been 


made good. The colony was a social- 
istic enterprise. The property was to 
be held in common, and no one was to 
own any thing in particular. The col- 
onists 
became discouraged, and as 


many as had money moved away. Now 
comes the forfeiture of the land. A 
socialistic colony- does not succeed any 
better in Mexico even with a munificent 
gift of land, than it does in this coun- 
try. The Altruist Colony dn Sonoma 
county is among the latest socialistic 
experiments 
nearer home. That ac- 


cording- to the reports, is a. failure. At 
least it has not been a pronounced suc- 
cess. 


None of the later socialistic experi- 


ments of colony planting in this coun- 
try have been a success, where the main 
. feature wais to hold all property in com- 
mon. 
The 
theory is attractive with 


many persons- But the results are 
never satisfactory. If a given number 
of persons, like minded, having the 
same qualifications for creative v/ork, 
coujd be brought together, a colony on 
the principle of having all things in 
common might succeed on a small 
scale. The only colonies which have
